REMARKS 

No Claims have been amended. 
No Claims have been cancelled by this amendment. 
New Claims 28-30 have been added. 
Claims 23-30 are currently pending in this application. 
Claims 23, 24 and 28-30 are in independent format. 
1. Comments 

New Claim 28 claims an embodiment of Applicants' invention wherein a 
calculated offset angle is obtained which is representative of an angle variation between 
an angle measurement acquired by a sensor coupled to the wheel rim and tire 
assembly, and an angle measurement acquired by a sensor coupled to the vehicle 
wheel hub assembly. This calculated offset angle is utilized to present measurements 
acquired with the sensor coupled to the vehicle wheel hub in such a manner so as to 
appear as if obtained by a sensor coupled to a wheel rim and tire assembly. 

New Claim 28 is similar in many ways to allowed Claim 3 in the parent 
application. 

New Claim 29 claims an embodiment of Applicants' invention wherein a 
calculated offset angle is obtained which is representative of an angle variation between 
an angle measurement acquired by a sensor coupled to the wheel rim and tire 
assembly and an angle measurement acquired by a sensor coupled to the vehicle 
wheel hub assembly. This offset angle is utilized to obtain a cunrent representative 
measurement of the vehicle wheel alignment angle, which in turn, is utilized to facilitate 
guiding an operator in adjusting the alignment angle. 
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New Claim 29 is similar in many ways to allowed Claim 11 in the parent 
application. 

Finally, new Claim 30 claims an embodiment of Applicants' Invention wherein a 
calculated offset angle is obtained which is representative of an angle variation between 
an angle measurement acquired by a sensor coupled to the wheel rim and tire 
assembly and an angle measurement acquired by the sensor coupled to the vehicle 
wheel hub assembly. This offset angle is utilized to obtain a corrected measurement of 
the vehicle wheel alignment angle, which In turn, is compared with a specification value 
to identify a necessary alignment angle adjustment required to alter the alignment 
angle. 

New Claim 30 is similar in many ways to allowed Claim 23 in the parent 
application. 

Based on the foregoing, the allowance of Claims 23-30 is requested.
